The Counseling Center staff is trained to help you think 
about alternatives or options to your behavior and ways of dealing with the world.

Test Anxiety 

Before you know it, final exam time will be here. 
For some people more than others, this is a time for 
terror because they have test anxiety. What is test 
anxiety? It is worry or fear related to having to take 
tests, and it is caused by pressure, past experience, and 
fear of failure. Every student who takes a test feels 
some anxiety, but with actual test anxiety, the feeling is 
so intense that it negatively affects her performance. 

What are some effective ways to deal with test 
anxiety? The most important thing is to learn to relax. 
Next, learn to be an effective studier: set the right 
atmosphere for studying, use outlines and flash cards, 
and prepare yourself. It is also very helpful to learn 
good test- taking skills: budget your time for each 
question on the text, do the easier questions first, and be 
sure to answer each question. Remember to read each 
question carefully and think as you read. Finally, don't 
be afraid to talk to your instructors.

Financial Aid News Flash 

If you are currently receiving finanical aid for the 
1993/94 academic year you should receive a "renewal 
application" at your permanent address from the 
federal government in order to reapply for financial 
aid next year, 1994-95. Hint-the "renewal form" 
looks like a Student Aid Report (SAR), but it is on 
white paper. If you haven't received a "renewal form" 
in the mail by January 1, you must reapply using a 
Free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA). 

In addition, all undergraduate students must also 
complete a Financial Aid Form (FAF). Both forms are 
currently available in the finanical aid offices at 
Chalon and Doheny. Remember, you may not mail 
the forms before January 1, or the processor will reject 
and return them to you. We encourage you to file both 
forms immediately after the first of the year.

CAREER ASPIRATIONS 

According to a report in the January 24, 1994 
issue of Higher Education & National Affairs, 
"more college freshmen then ever are planning 
to attend graduate school, after they finish 
college." This information was obtained from 
the 28th annual survey of entering college 
freshmen conducted by the UCLA Higher 
Education Research Institute. Sixty-five 
percent of today's freshmen plan to complete a 



graduate degree. Last year only 55% percent 
of freshmen surveyed indicated they would 
pursue a graduate degree and in the early 70's 
less then 50% were interested in continuing 
their education. For the first time since the 
survey has been administered, the results 
indicated that more women then men are 
planning to seek advanced degrees.

"A Teacher's Advice" 

Faculty members are happy to write letters of 
recommendation to help you obtain a scholarship, a 
job, an internship, or acceptance at a graduate school. 
But remember that, when you ask for a recommenda- 
tion, you need to observe a few points of courtesy and 
thoughtfulness: 

1. Give instructors enough time to write your 
letter. They are glad to help you, but give them ample 
notice before your mailing deadline. 

2. Give instructors your full name. 

3. Let instructors know why you need the letter. 
State whether it is for a scholarship, internship, job, 
acceptance to graduate school, etc. 

4. Remind instructors about your activities and 
accomplishments. Jot down this information for them, 
and your letter will be much more interesting-and 
much descriptive of you. 

5. Provide a clean, fresh, addressed, and stamped 
envelope.

CAMPUS MINISTRY NEWS 

This Sunday, March 27 is Palm Sunday, the beginning of Holy Week, the 7:30p.m. 
Sunday Mass will begin in the Circle, near the flagpole, with the procession of palms. 
During this week, Catholic Christians are asked to spend more time in prayer, and to 
refrain from activities other than those which are essential. All of Holy Week leads up to 
the Triduum at the end of the week. 

The Sacred Triduum: Holy Thursday, Good Friday, Holy Saturday - The Triduum begins 
with sundown on Holy Thursday, March 31 and ends with sundown on Easter Sunday, April 3. 
These "three days" are the center and core of the year for Christians. These are our high holy 
days, the most important days of the year, days to save, savor and celebrate. Even though the 
Mount will not be in session, we hope that, wherever you are, you will join this year in 
celebrating the Easter Triduum. 

Catholic adults are invited to plan ahead from Thursday sundown until the Easter Vigil 
(Saturday night) is free of social engagements, free even of work, free of entertainment, free of 
meals except for the simplest nourishment. We are asked that we come hungry and full of 
excitement for the Easter Vigil. We make Good Friday and Holy Saturday free for prayer, 
reflection, preparation and silence. The whole Church is getting ready. 

On these three days, we gather a number of times with each other. Together we hear some 
the Church's most beautiful prayers and scriptures and we make some of our finest music. 
Make plans to take part in the services of Holy Thursday night (the Mass of the Lord's 
Supper), Good Friday night (celebration of the Lord's Passion), and, most important of all, 
Holy Saturday night, the great Easter Vigil. It is at the Easter Vigil, the holiest of all our 
liturgies, that the Elect are baptized, and all new Catholics are confirmed and brought to the 
Eucharistic table for the first time. 

Wherever you are, check with the local parish to see when these liturgies will be celebrated. If 
you are going to be at the Mount or on the Westside during the Triduum, call or visit Campus 
Ministry about where to go for these celebrations. But whether you are a regular churchgoer or 
an occasional visitor, don't miss these, our most wondrous and important days; they are yours. 
(Adapted from Gabe Huck, Liturgy '90) 

Easter Begins with Easter Sunday on April 3, and continues until Pentecost Sunday on May 
22. The Easter season is a time of great festivity and celebrations, when the Church 
encourages us to party, to enjoy nature, to dress in spring colors and to pay special attention to 
the renewal of life all around us. The Easter holidays are most important - far more important 
even than Christmas, because without the resurrection, Christmas itself would have no 
meaning. Even though the College will be in session immediately after Easter Sunday, try to 
find some ways to enjoy and celebrate this festive time - through some walks, or some good 
parties, through Spring Sing or a trip to the beach. Happy Easter! 

Holocaust Remembrance Week coincides at the Mount with both Holy Week and the Jewish 
Passover. In Word War II, only 50 years ago, two thirds of the Jewish population of Europe 
were systematically killed by the German Nazis and their collaborators. Six million Jews died 



in Nazi death camps or through other massacres. Six million others were also 
systematically murdered as well: political and religious dissidents, homosexuals, Gypsies, 
and the physically and mentally impaired. Holocaust Remembrance Week helps us to 
honor and remember all who suffered and died during that time, and to ask "Why." Events 
of the week include:

Test Anxiety 

Before you know it, final exam time will be here. 
For some people more than others, this is a time for 
terror because they have test anxiety. What is test 
anxiety? It is worry or fear related to having to take 
tests, and it is caused by pressure, past experience, 
and fear of failure. Every student who takes a test 
feels some anxiety, but with actual test anxiety, the 
feeling is so intense that it negatively affects their 
performance. 

What are some effective ways to deal with test 
anxiety? The most important thing is to learn to relax. 
Next, learn to be an effective studier: set the right 
atmosphere for studying, make the most of your class 
notes, develop a schedule for studying, use outlines 
and flash cards, and prepare yourself. It is also very 
helpful to learn good test-taking skills: budget your 
time for each question on the test, do easiest questions 
first, and be sure to answer each question. Remember 
to read each question carefully and think as you read. 
Finally, don't be afraid to talk to your instructors. 
Good luck on your exams!
